The first test w as scheduled late 
in the day on an effort to call up 
from the Senate calendar a bill 
previously passed by the House 
and attach civil rights proposals 
to it. 
Many days of talk and possible 
round-the-clock sessions lay ahead. 
It seemed inevitable, however, 


that the liberals and the middle 
ground m em bers eventually would 
join forces to overpow er the little 
band of Southern dissenters. 
If necessary, there apparently 
would be forthcom ing the required 
approval of two-thirds 
of those 
voting to clam p a debate lim ita­ 
tion on them and thus guarantee 
eventual passage of a bill. 
W hat form that legislation might 
take rem ained w rapped in doubt 
as D em ocratic presidential hope 
fuls vied with Eisenhow er adm in­ 
istration leaders to share in the 
credit for federal aid to disfran 
chised m inority voters. 
As a presidential hopeful, John­

Leap Year — a Technicality 


A mo nth o f the current leap y ear has 
p assed, and there is no visible ev idence 
that the girls are taking adv antage o f the 
p rero gativ e it traditio nally besto ws up o n 
them and p o p p ing the questio n. Perhap s, 
as has been suggested, the mo dern female 
do es no t require the aid o f the calendar in 
achiev ing the desired results. 
The leap y ear custo m began in Sco tland 
In 1288, when a law was p assed stating 
any single girl co uld p ro p o se p ublicly — 
p ublicly , it said — to any man no t married 
o r engaged. If the fiend was so rude as to 
refuse, he was eligible fo r a fine. 
Laws like this o ne were p assed later in 
France and in the 15th century the Italian 
cities o f Geno a and Flo rence fo llo wed 
suit. 
In their basic meaning, ho wev er, leap 
y ears hav e abso lutely no thing to do with 
marriages, p ro p o sals, men o r wo men. 
In Caesar’s time, the calendar was 
three mo nths behind, acco unted fo r by the 
ex tra six ho urs in each y ear which add 
up fro m the earth’s trav el aro und the sun. 
It takes 365 day s, 5 ho urs, 48 minutes and 


46 seco nds fo r this ro ute, and the time left 
o ver mo unts and has to be used up so me­ 
where. 
So 
Caesar 
set things 
ahead 
again, 
since by his time mo nths sup p o sed to be 
fall were really winter, and that wo uldn’t 
fit his battle and v acatio n schedules. 
This adjustment — he decreed ev ery 
fo urth y ear sho uld hav e 366 day s — to o k 
care o f matters fo r so me time. But, by 
1582, the calendar was o ut o f kilter again. 
It was IO day s o ff, as Julius Caesar had 
auto matically sup p o sed the y ear to be 
just six ho urs lo nger than 365 day s. This is 
to o lo ng by o ne day in ev ery 128 y ears. 
Po p e Grego ry , back in 1582, o rdered 
Octo ber 5 changed to Octo ber 15, and de­ 
cided that century y ears .— tho se with 
the 00s — sho uld no t be leap y ears un­ 
less they are ex actly div isible by 400. 
Ev en it is no t p erfect. The Grego rian meth­ 
o d ex ceeds the length o f a true y ear by 
26 seco nds each y ear. 
This will amo unt to a n ex tra day in 
3,323 y ears, but no bo dy has y et figured a 
so lutio n to this p ro blem.

Up until sev en y ears ago there were 
abo ut IOO millio n rabbits living bo untifully 
in Britain’s hedgero w’s and 
p

they ate to o much. Fo x es liked them, 
tho ugh, and generally had a rabbit in fo r 
dinner whenev er things went right. 
That didn’t do the rabbits any go o d, ho w- 
ev er, and the farm ers didn’t like fo x es any 
better than they liked rabbits. So , as was 
the fashio n, the go v ernment step p ed in to 
so lve the rabbit p ro blem. 
Abo ut that time an infectio us v irus call­ 
ed my x o mato sis hit the rabbits. The Min­ 
istry o f Agriculture, thinking it a go o d 
idea, scattered infected rabbits aro und 
the co untry and so o n 995 rabbits o f ev ery 
1,000 were dead. 
At first the results seemed go o d. Flo w- 
ers flo urished again and there w'as mo re 
grass fo r liv esto ck. Then a co arser grass 
that co ws do n’t like to o k o v er and in King­ 
l y Vale the brambles grew’ three feet 
high. Junip er bushes o v erran the green 


meado w’s o n Old Winchester Hill and o n 
Ho rn Heath the o ak seedlings began to 
gro w. 
No w the go v ernment's Nature Co nserv ­ 
ancy is alarmed. The co untry side o f Brit­ 
ain has in many p laces lo st its manicured 
lo o k. Surv iv ing rabbits hav e built immun­ 
ity against my x o mato sis and are multi­ 
p ly ing again. But it will be a lo ng time be­ 
fo re they get the co untry side back in 
shap e. 
It will p ro bably be lo nger befo re the 
Ministry o f Agriculture go es meddling 
with the balance o f nature, and that is 
abo ut the o nly go o d that came o f the w’ho le 
affair.

But these are the cro sses men 
bear and A braham Linco ln bo re 
his Do blv and witho ut malice o r 
hatred. His was a p erio d o f bit­ 
terness. o f distress, o f v ile anta­ 
go nisms.

The minute mo st p erso ns get a 
p ain in their chest, they auto m at­ 
ically think o f a heart attack. 
Sudden w eakness o r faintness, 
difficulty in breathing, a blacko ut j 
—all these and many m o re illness­ 
es and co nditio ns bring v isio ns o f 
heart failure. 
Actually the wo rds “ heart at- I 
tack ” and “ heart failure" are m is­ 
no m ers. 
“ H eart attack " Is a term used by 
the lay men. As far as m edicine is 
co ncerned, it has no p recise m ean­ 
ing. 
And heart failure do es no t neces­ 
sarily m ean that the h eart is fail­ 
ing. The heart may be inefficient 
because o f so me circulatio n break­ 
do wn, but at the sam e tim e it may 
be as stro ng as ev er. Thus, ev en 
during a heart failure, this mo st v i­ 
tal o f all o rgans may be a lo ng way 
fro m giv ing up . 
No w the sy m p to m s I hav e listed 
abo v e might indeed be indicativ e 
o f heart failure. Or they might 
p ro v e to be caused by p neum o nia, 
asthm a, p leurisy , neuralgia, arth 
ritis o r bursitis o f the sho ulder, a 
slip p ed cerv ical disk, a lung tum o r 
o r an ulcer o f the eso p hagus o r 
sto m ach. 
Other c a u s e s might be gall­ 
sto nes, ep ilep sy , a fish bo ne caught 
in the trachea o r ev en a state o f 
anx iety . And there are o thers, to o . 
Any chest distress, o f co urse, is 
a signal to call the do cto r. Ho wev ­ 
er, if the p erso n co m p laining o f 
such tro uble has nev er had heart 
sy m p to m s 
befo re, 
chances 
are 
that the cause lies so m ewhere be­ 
sides the heart. 
If, o n the o ther hand, he p atient 
has had o ne o r mo re attacks p re 
v io usly , then it is a go o d bet that 
the heart is acting up again. 
So me p erso ns m ay suffer heart 
disea se witho ut ex p eriencing any 
sy m p to m s. 
Co m p ensato ry m ech­ 
anism s begin to o p erate, y o u see, 
w’henev er disease cuts the h ea rt’s 
efficiency . 
In so me cases the co m p ensaitng 
facto rs wo rk so well that the circu­ 


latio n is 
no t 
adv ersely 
affected 
ev en tho ugh the heart itself may be 
badly dam aged. 
Since there is an adequate blo o d 
sup p ly , the bo dy tissues send o ut no 
p lea fo r help and thus no sy m p ­ 
to m s are p ro duced. 
So y o u can see w hat we do cto rs 
are up against in try ing to diagno se 
y o ur ailm ents.

Leap Year — a Technicality 


A month of the current leap year has 
peaced, and there ta no visible evidence 
that the girls are taking advantage of the 
prerogative it traditionally bestows upon 
them and popping the question. Perhaps* 
as has been suggested* the modern fem aie 
does not require the aid of the calendar in 
achieving the desired results. 
The leap year custom began in Scotland 
In 1298. when a law was passed stating 
any single girl could propose publicly*— 
publicly, it said — to any man not married 
or engaged. If the fiend w-as so rude as to 
refuse, he was eligible for a fine 
Laws like this one were passed later in 
France and in the 15th century the Italian 
cities of Genoa and Florence followed 
suit, 
In their baste meaning, however* leap 
years have absolutely nothing to do with 
m arriages, proposals, men or women, 
In Caesar*s tim e, the calendar was 
three months behind, accounted for by the 
extra six hours in each veer which add 
up from the earth’s travel around the sun. 
It takes 385 days, 5 hours. 48 minutes and 


46 seconds for this route, and the time left ( 
over mounts and has to be used up some­ 
where. 
So Caesar 
set things 
ahead 
again, | 
since by hts time months supposed to be 
fall were really winter, and that wouldn’t 
fit his battle and vacation schedules. I 
This adjustment — he decreed every J 
fourth year should have 366 days — took 
care of matters for some time. But, by 
1382. the calendar was out of kilter again. 
It was IO days off. as Julius Caesar had 
autom atically supposed the yaar to be 
just six hours longer than 365 days. This is 
too long by one day in every 128 years. 
Pope Gregory, back in 1582. ordered 
October 5 changed to October 15. and de­ 
cided that century years 
those with 
the 00s — should not be leap years un­ 
less they are exactly divisible by 400. 
Even it is not perfect. The Gregorian meth­ 
od exceeds the length of a true year by 
26 seconds each year. 
This will amount to an extra day in 
3.323 years, but nobody has yet figured a 
solution to this problem. 
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Don't Tamper with Nature

Up until seven years ago there were 
about IOO million rabbits living bountifully 
in Britain's hedgerows end p l e a s a n t 
dingles. Farmers didn't like them because 
they ate too much. Foxes liked them, 
though, and generally had a rabbit in for 
dinner whenever things went right. 
That didn’t do the rabbits any good, how­ 
ever. and the farm ers didn’t like foxes any 
better than they liked rabbits. So* as was 
th# fashion, the government stepped in to 
solve the rabbit problem. 
About that time an infectious virus call­ 
ed myxomatosis hit the rabbits. The Min­ 
istry of Agriculture, thinking it a good 
idea, scattered infected rabbits around 
the country and soon 995 rabbits of every 
1,000 wert dead. 
At first the results seemed good Flow­ 
ers flourished again and there wee more 
grass for livestock. Then a coarser grass 
that cows don’t Ilk# took over and in King- 
ley Vale the brambles grew three feet 
high. Jumper bushes overran the green 


meadows on Old Winchester Hill and on 
Horn Heath the «ak seedlings began to 
grow. 
Now the government’s Nature Conserv­ 
ancy ta alarmed. The countryside of Brit­ 
ain has in many places lost its manicured 
look. Surviving rabbits have built immun­ 
ity against myxom atosis and ara multi­ 
plying again. But it will be a long time be­ 
fore they get the countryside back in 
shape. 
It will probably be longer before the 
Ministry of Agriculture goes meddling 
with the balance of nature, and that is 
about the only good that cam e of the whole 
affair.

terness, of distress, of vile anta­ 
gonisms.

er a Southerner nor a Northern­ 
er. Ilia family 
was

stock, but basically Southern. He 
m atured in Illinois. His cultural 
background 
was 
plebeian; 
he 
came of the drifters of t h o s e 
day*, the ne’e r-do-wells. 
His education was of his own 
making. No university can claim 
him. 
No collegiate degree ap­ 
pended his name. His language 
came from the Bible and Shake­ 
speare which he read by candle­ 
light in

Hit religion was 
the mercy of God.

man possessed 
the courage, selflessness and in­ 
tellectual fortitude

his 
country- But

were other

Lee —
